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AAA Continues Role of Food and Soil Guardian 


The 1941 AAA Yarm Program, whose details were annow.ced just 
as the calendar "went to prees," aseures the nation of adequate supplies 
of food and fiber, and continued maintenance of soll fertility by farmers. 


In approving the program, Secretary of Arriculture Wallace pointed 
out the vital part farmers play in national defense throurh conservation 
of the soil and maintenance of adequate supplies. 


"The program continues for another year the soil conservation 
efforts with which farmers are seeking 4 balance between soll~conserving 
and soiledepletins crops," he said. “The object is to store an ‘Ever 
Normal Granary of fertility’ in the soil that is just as real ae our 
supplies of food and cotton. 


“The second goal is abundance, and farmers Are aiming at food and 
fiber sunplies sufficiont to meet current needs and vrovide adequate re~ 
serves, a8 provided in the Agricultural Adjustment Act of 1958. We have 
that volume of supplies on hand now, and under the 1941 program farmers 
propose te maintain it through the coming year." 


To aid farmers in these coals, the 1941 progran will continue its 
flexibility of operation, made possible through democratic administration 
by farmer-conmitteemen. Conservation practices of special local adapta= 
bility will be encouraged, with new soll-bullding practices established 
for specific nreas. Conservation on smvil farms will again be encouraged 
by the 320 minimum al lowanue. 


More svecific information on how farmers of each State cen help 
meet the conservation and defense alms of the 1941 program will be found 
in the Department of Agriculture daily prese reloase, already issued, and 
the National ACP and Range Program Dockets, which will soon be distributed. 
We sugrest that each State Office consult the release and dockets, and ine 
corporate into ite news stories and radio talks an interpretation of pro- 
visions which are of special local interest.

September is the month for summary stories and radio talks on the sign-up. 


It in suggested that, in using names of farmers or moting them, you find 
farmers vho have taken out crop insurance for the third year. Better still, 
farmers who have taken out insurance for the third year and have nover 
collected an indemity payment. Good quotes would point out that they insure 
their wheat for the seme reason they ineure thelr sare or their buildings=« 
insurance protection year after year, bub hoping they don't have to ecollact. 
September also is the month for finishing pilotures, stories and radic programs 
on typical loss experiences. A number of good news stories were produced in 
North Dekote during « swing through principal wheat counties, with both farmers 
and merchants interviewed as to general orep conditions and the value of crop 
4ngurance. Incidentally, photographe of typical losses taken right now will 
come in very handy for illustrating your crop insurance display panels. 


e 3% eo County and community committees for 1941 will be 
elected in all reeions by the last of December. ODntes of elections vary 
wut the North Central Region already hae set Saptenber 1-14 as the period for 
holding both conrunity elections and county conventions. Fill-in releases 
gent to counties for use beth before and after the meetings will be extremely 
useful. Such stories should help atimulate attendance of farners at the 
commmnity election meetings, and shoulé explain the value of committees in 
the democratic operation of the farm program, and in aiding agricultural 
preparednest. 


Srey Loans -- Wheat, barley and rye Loans will continue in sll areas where 
they are boing made. The deadline for such loans is December Sl. Loan 

wnent of the 1959 and early-harvested 1940 crops will ve reinspected in most 
Localities. Information on this can strase the importance of the Ever-lHormal 
Granary in the present defense activities. It will be important to point out, 
in releases on inepection of commodities under loan, that Bver-Normal Granary 
supplies are in good condition.

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Crop Ingurance -- Sunday feature editors may bse interested in carrying en 
artiole on crop insurance, including its history, its value to farmers of 
the atate, and ite helpfulness in atadvilizing business. 


Committee Elections «- Sunday feature editors may be interested also in a 
gtate-bdasis article on the committea method of administering the AAA progtam. 
Should emphasize that it represents “democracy in action.* Pictures of a 
typieal county comnittee at work in their office, and farm supervisors at 
work in the field, might be used to 4lilustrate the article. Remenber the 
Local press at committee election tine. Local newspepers may wish to carry 
gimiiar articles and pictures. Newspapers which have their own photographic 
fanilities should be especially encouraged to run pictures of the newLlye 
elected committees. 
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practices, especially in some “problem area," always can be made the subjest 
of a feature story for farm magazines or Sunday supplements. 


Photosraphic Oonortunitina 


1. Grop Insuranse -- September offers a final opportunity for taking localized 
pictures needed for the crop insurance display panels. County offices should 
ba reminded that they are in excellant position to contribute to state office 
crop insurance files. In taking pictures of crop insurance losses, 4 filter 
will darken the sky and bring out clouds, adding pictorial appeal to an other = 
wise barren scone. People or farm animale add life. Fxamples of effestive 
pictures: North Daketa sent out a news mat the layout for which included a 
picture of a farmer, his wife, and their children -- the people who benefitted 
from en indemity payment. Oregon sent out a mat ehowing a flooded wheat field 
on which insurance wae collected, with inset picture of a widew who operates 
the farm, posed with two of her grandchildren» 


2. Corp Resesling -~= The resealing program should offer good opportunity te make 
the picture files more complete. Here are some suggestions: Constructing new 
aribe, erecting new bina, checking crib measuraments, shelling corn, filling 
Ding, county office transactions, etc. The comlate story of one farmer'a 
corn loan might be recorded in a series of pisturee. 


3. Conservation Practices =~ Among pictures which might be taken during September 
to show soll~buillding practices are: (1) Seeding winter cover crops, (2) 
applying lime and phosphate, and (%) terracing machines in cperation.

Neye Tine Sheet -- Oklahoria has inaugurated a ‘tows Tips" service to county 
extension offices and county AAA offices. Issued at intervals, a typical 
tip sheet had fourteen suggestions for stories which might be released 
4mmediately or in the near future. Suggested storiss range from type of 
faed stored in trench silos and progress in canning hone vegzetables te pay= 
ment of 1940 crop insurance losses and a reminder that August 71 was final 
date for taking out 1941 winter wheat insurance. Other states micht find a 
similar type of service very helpful te county offices. 


er Soag =- Both men and women turned out in Kidder county, 
Worth Dakota, for sn all-day “practice tour", during which they visited 
farms carrying out conservation practices. The tour was under the county 
committee's superviaion. Women were given speciel opportunity to visit 
AAA gerdens. The county Committee gaid the tour was so successful that 
another should be held in 1941. 


Anoual Renort -= State offices can add to public information available on 
the agricultural conservation program by making certain that copies of their 
41929 snnual reports are placed in libraries and public reading roome. An 
dnatructor in farm management at Oregon State college plans to use the Oregon 
annual report as a reference text, having recuested 20 copies for use in 


his classroom. 
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Broatensts -=- With harvesting operations largely finished, 
farmers will soon have time once more to. spongor and attend farmer-businegsa~ 
men meotings. A fev local radio stations have installed their microphones 
in the banduet rooms, picicing up both speaking programe and question-andq 
answer pericds. This seems like 2 good idea to try. If a spot broadaact 
cannot be arranged, perhaps a recapitulation on the following day could be 
presented by a committeeman and a prominent busineseaman. This should be an 
accurate report of the outstanding matters brough? out in the meeting, featuring 
those questions and gtatements which asemed to be least understood and also 
those which seemed vast understood. Title might be “Wa Have a Let in Common." 
or, "Where (town) %9 Money Comes From," referring to the fact that 
the soil and the people who farm it play a major role in creating the wealth 
of an agricultural sommunity.

Wheat Parity payments for 1940 will be completed in most 
4 States. 


In some areas, planting of winter wheat will begin in 
September’. 
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Corn: In the North Central Region and Kansas, farmers are being 
agned to.notity county committees by September 1 of the 
Misvosition’ they wich to make of loan corn. The month of 
September should see the corn reesaling program in full 
ewing. Farmers have only until October 1 to redeen 1927 
and 1938 cora at the special rate of 58 cente per tushel. 
After that data, they must either reseal it or deliver it 
to the Oommodity SOredit Corporetion. The 1940 corm loan 
progran details will be announced in September or October. 
The 1940 corn marketing qiota determination will be made 

not later than September 15. 


Cotton: County offices will be starting initial work of datermining 
1941 cotton allotmente and aormal yiolde. Farmers will 
begin making applications for Leane on the 1940 cotton 
CYOps. 


Tebacce: Septemder will be a month of continued activity for flue- 
cured tobacco growers. Flue-cured tobacco markets will 
epan in Kastern North Carolina and the O1d Belt during the 
month.

1. Practices ~~ Depending on the region, farmers stili have eppertunity to 
cerry out a number of soll-bullding practices. 


BAST CENTRAL REGION: Varmers «ill be engaged in seeding winter cover crops, 
applying lime and phosphete to approved cropa and land uses, and geoding 
perennial grasses and legumes. 


NORTHEASTERN REGION: Practices carried on during September include appli~ 
cation of lime and superphosphate to pasture and cropland, woodland manare- 
ment, and green manuring. County and aemmunity committees will take orders 
after September 15 for lime and superphosphate to be delivered for use this 
fall under the 1941 program. Orders for limes end sxperphoaphate for use 
under 1940 program must be placed with suppliers by September 15. 
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NORTH GENTRAL RIGION: Over wach of the region, September is the beet 
month to harvest acorns, hickory mute, walante and batternute, either 

fer fall planting or for stratifying iu praparation for plenting next 
sorins. ‘This practice deserves encouragement ag & means of prose ting 
more tree planting and establishing better varieties of trece. The

practices to be carried out during the month include seeding of alfalfa, 
application of lime and phosphate to Legume and grass seefiings, terracing:
